WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (AP).— 
Voluntary enlistments in the armed 
forces were stopped by President 
Roosevelt today, except in special 
and the Army and Navy 

vere told to get their recruits 
iat henceforth through the Selective 
ervice System, which was placed 
under Paul V. McNutt. 
At the same time the War De- 
~partment called a halt to the in- 
‘duction of all men 38 years old or 
older and opened the way for the 
honorable discharge of such men 
already in service if they can serve 
the war effort better as civilians. 
The President acted, after weeks 
of study of the knotty man power 
problem, in an executive order 
Which not only vested supervision 
of military procurement in Mc- 
utt as chairman of the War Man- 
power Co ssion but gave him 


‘stronger powers as well over all 
Government departments con- 
(cerned with man power and over 
‘the practices of private industry. 
Power to Direct Civilian Jobs. 
McNutt was empowered to direct 
that the hiring of workers in any 
occupation or area which he might 
agrees should be done through 
the United States “Employment 
Service, an adjunct of his Man- 
power Commission, and to channel 
workers into the most essential 
7 jobs from those less essential. 
Roosevelt’s order ending volun-

LONDON, Dec. 5 (AP), — Ger- 
man’ counterattacks have failed to 
crack the ring of steel being 
forged by the Allies around Bizerte 
and Tunis and the British-Ameri- 
can forces still.pold the upper 
hand in their drive to destroy the 
Axis army in Tunisia, a spokes- 
man at Allied headquarters de- 
elared today. 

Heavy fighting sailed in the 
area of Tebourba with regrouped 
Allied forces holding the heights 
commanding the town. : 

The tidal nature of the fighting 
was shown by an Allied head-

although a dispatch from the bat- 
tlefront at almost the same time 


reported “neither the Germans nor 
our troops” are in Tebourba, The: 
latter. dispatch said that with tank 
battles raging along the defense

German Claims. 

Berlin reports asserted Axis 
forces had reoccupied all-three of 
the strategic rail towns of Mateur, 
Tebourba and Djedeida and there 
was no flat contradiction of these 
enemy claims by Allied sources. 

A Reuters correspondent said 
that lack’ of forward air bases 
compelled the British and Ameri- 
can forces to fight without suffi- 
cient fighter plane cover and sub- 
jected them to heavy dive-bomb- 
ing. The Germans, he said, hold 
the best airports in the Tunis- 
Bizerte area, in addition to many 
good fields in nearby Sicily, giv- 
ing then a heavy advantage in the 
air. 

However, three furlous German 
counterattacks by infantry and 
tanks in the last five days have 
failed to brcak the Allies’ hold on 
vital roads and communications, 
the Allied spokesman said, and 
have brought destruction of 33 
Nazi tanks. He acknowledged, 
however, that the Germans had 
succeeded in ‘reoccupying the dis- 
puted village of Djedeida, 12 miles 
northwest of Tunis.

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CHOCOLATE SANTA ‘CLAUSES; 
-VALENTINES BARRED BY WEB 


Order Includes Easter Eggs; Co- 
coa Thus Conserved to Be: Used 
for Drinks and Candy Bars. 

WASHINGTON, Dec, 5 (AP).— 
Use of chocolate in manufacturing 
novelties such as Santa Clauses, 
Valentine hearts; Easter rabbits 
and eggs was prohibited by the 
War Production Board today, The 
order becomes effective Dec. 15. 

“By giving up such items, the 
children will provide additional 
breakfast cocoa and chocolate bars 
for their soldier brothers, who 
are fighting the war; for their 
fathers and mothers, some of 
whom are working in wir plants, 


and for themselves,” "‘WPB  ex- 
plained, ‘ 
WPB said chocolate novelties 


were sold in peacetime principally 
for decorations rather than their 
nutritional value. WPB added 
that it was found advisable to 
eliminate such products to con- 
serve cocoa for military and civil- 
ian items such as breakfast cocoa 
and candy bars. 

Cocoa. beans, from which choco- 
late is made, are imported. Grind- 
ing of these beans is limited to 
60 per cent of grindings in the 
corresponding quarter of 1941,

‘Pearl Harbor’ 
Text: ‘Surprise 
‘Aided Attack’ 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (AP). 
HE Navy today issued the fol- 
T lowing statement on the Japa- 
nese attack on Pearl Harbor a 
year ago: 

On the morning of Dec. 7, 1941, 
Japanese aircraft. temporarily dis- 
abled every battleship and most of 
the aircraft in the Hawaiian area. 
Other naval vessels, both combat- 
ant and auxiliary, were put out of 
action and certain shore facilities, 
especially at the Army air bases, 
Hickam and Wheeler fields, and 
the naval air. stations, Ford 
Island and Kaneohe Bay, were 
damaged. Most of these ships now 
are back with the fleet. The air- 
craft were all replaced within a 
few days and interference with fa- 
cilities was generally limited to a 
matter of hours. 

When the Japanese, attacked 
Pearl Harbor, two surface ship 
task forces of the Pacific fleet 
were carrying’ out assigned mis- 
sions at sea and two such task 
forces were at their main base 
following extensive operations at 
sea. Discounting small craft, 86 
ships of the Pacific fleet were 
moored at Pearl Harbor. Includ- 
ed in this force were eight battle- 
ships, seven cruisers, 28 destroyers 
and five submarines. No United 
States aircraft carriers were a. 
ent. 

As a result of the Japanese at- 
tack five battleships, the Arizona, 


)Oklahoma, California, Nevada and 


West Virginia; three destroyers,

Ships Were Blasted Be-| 
yond Repair.

The Navy’s announcement last 
might that 18 vessels, including 
nearly half of the fleet’s battle- 
ships, had been sunk. or damaged 
at Pearl Harbor reveals that the 
Japanese blow was considerably

Knox reported Dec. 15 after his 
trip to Hawaii to inspect the dam- 


age. 
At that time Knox, in a state- 
ment of the “general facts,” said 
the Navy had “lost” the battleship 
Arizona (now listed as the only 
ship “permanently and totally 
lost”), the destroyers Cassin, 
Downes and Shaw, the target ship 
Utah and the mine layer Oglala. 
“The Navy sustained damage to 
other vessels,” Knox said. “This 


have been. already repaired, and 
a@re ready for sea, or which have 
gone to sea, to a few ships which 
will take from a week to several 
months to repair. In the last cate- 
gory is the older battleship Okla- 
homa, which has capsized but can 
be righted and repaired. The en-

A news dispatch said Knox

Some Still Out of Action. 
Last night’s report, in addition 


to admitting that the Japanese had | 


knocked out eight of the 17 battle- 
ships the Navy had at the time of 
the raid, disclosed that “certain” 
of the 18 ships sunk or dam- 
aged “required extensive machin- 
ery and intricate electrical over- 
hauling as well as refloating and 
hull repairing,” and still are out of 
service 12 months after they were 
hit. 

Explaining its secrecy concern-| 
ing the ships urdergoing repairs, 
the report says that they are being 
improved by the installation of 
“numerous modernization fea- 
tures,” and “to designate these ves- 
sels by name now would give the 
enemy information vital to his war 
plans.” 

A fuller report by Knox last De- 
cember might have aided the 
enemy, the Navy indicates. In cit- 
ing Knox’s statement, it says that 
when it was made “there was an 
immediate possibility of the en- 
emy’s cqming back.” 

The vy lists the battleships 
Pennsylvania, Maryland and Ten- 
nessee, the cruisers Helena, Hono- 
lulu and Raleigh, the seaplane 
tender Curtiss and the repair ship 
Vestal as having been. put back in 
service “months ago.” The destroy- 
er Shaw, which Knox said was 
“lost,” was previously announced 
to have returned to the fleet. 

a 650 Pct. Loss. 

The destroyers Cassin and 
Downes were lost, as Knox said, 
and the Navy reports that approxi- 
mately 50 per cent of their value 
was salvaged by the saving of their 
main and auxiliary machinery. 

The battleship Oklahoma ' still 
has not been righted, and the Navy 
indicates it may not be repaired 
until after the war. 

Thus, of 18 sunk or damaged 
ships, nine have been named as 
back in service, one as totally lost, 
two as damaged beyond repair and 
one as out of action for perhaps a 
long time. This leaves the mine- 
layer Oglala and the target ship 
Utah, both of which Knox listed as 
lost, and the battleships California, 
Nevada and West Virginia ac- 
counted for merely as “either sunk 
or damaged severely,” although 
the Navy says “a number” of ves- 


sels so listed are back in service. |

Japanese Attack ‘Based 


On Exact Information.’ 


At 7:55 a. m. on Dec. 7, 1941, 
Japanese dive bombers swarmed 
over the Army air base, Hickam 
Field and the Naval air station on 
Ford Island. A few minutes earlier 
the Japanese had struck the Naval 
air station at Kaneohe Bay. Bare 
seconds later enemy torpedo planes 
and dive bombers swung. in from 
various sectors to concentrate their 
attack on the heavy ships at Pearl 
Harbor. The enemy attack, aided 
by the element of surprise and 
based on exact information, was 
very successful. 


Torpedo planes, assisted effec- 
tively by dive bombers, constituted 
the major threat of the first phase 
of the Japanese attack, lasting ap- 
proximately a half-hour.

‘There were a total of 273 Army 
planes on the Island of Oahu on 
Dec. 7, 1941.

7. The chairman shall (A) issue

(C) The chief of finance, United 
States Army, shall act as the fiscal, 
disbursing, and accounting agent 
of the chairman in carrying out 
the provisions of the Selective 
Training and Service Act of 1940, 
as amended.

Fought at Close Range. 
The battle was fought at ranges 
as close as two and a half miles.

“Viewed in this light, the over- 
ali accomplishments of the past 
year have been considerable, de- 


spite mistakes and- shortcomings 
in details. 


Production Figures. 
“Measured against the yardstick 
of the President’s production goals 
of last January, we produced a 
great deal, but not enough in every 
category.

Report on Food. 
“Food and fiber production 
reached a record high in 1942. Food 
production was 12 per cert above 
1941 and 40 per cent above the 
war year of 1918.. A large propor- 
tion of this production was in pro- 
teins and fats, necessities in time 
of war—meat, milk, eggs, soy- 
beans. . 


“Increase or even maintenance 
of this high level will not. be an 
easy matter. Shortages of labor 
and farm machinery are inevita- 
ble, although deferment of essen- 
tial. farm workers and operators 
from military call will ease the 
former. In the meantime, the food 
needs of our armed forces are 
mounting to such an extent that 
military and lend-lease buying will 
take 25 per cent of our farm out- 
put. Shortages have developed in 
some products and will develop in 
others. Yet an adequate over-all 
diet can be assured. 

“The part played by manage- 
ment, labor and the farmers in 
our production achievements can- 
not be over-estimated. The doubts 
and hesitancies: which impeded 
conversion of industry went over- 
board. goon after the beginning of 
the year and conversion was ac- 
complished in much less time than 
Many had fearéd. Labor volun- 
tarily surrendered the right to 
strike, and its leaders have loyally 
kept their agreement. Labor-man- 
agement committees in some 1800 
plants have given us the basig for 
effective co-operation and for par- 
ticipation by labor in the produc- 
tive process. Still, some unauthor- 
ized strikes remain, as do the lin- 
géring traces of business-as-usual 
in various corners of the produc- 
tion effort, 

Effect of Price Controls, 


“The. refashioning of our civilian 
economy has taken much effort. 
Effective stabilization of the civil- 
lan economy was delayed for many 
months over disagreement as to 
means and methods. By March 
15, 1942, the cost of living had 
risen some 15 per cent over the 
end of 1939. But price regulation 
instituted in April held down the 
increases in prices subject to con- 
trol of 6 of 1 per cent as of 
Oct. 15. Wage stabilization, one 
of the great issues ef the year, 
has reached the stage of solution. 
Growing shortages of rubber, 
meat, sugar, coffee, and gasoline 
and fuel oil in the East, brought 
the necessity of rationing these 
land some other commodities to 
insure an orderly and fair dis- 
tribution of our supplies. The to- 
tal volume of goods available to 
Civilian consumers has _ steadily 
grown smaller. In the plenty of 
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above the most optimistic estimate 
of our production possibilities’ a 
year ago. 

More Difficulties Ahead. 


“The record is impressive, but 
there is no cause for contentment, 
either in the total figures or in 
the fact that we are now out- 
producing the Axis in armaments. 
The difficulties which lie ahead 
are aS many or more than those 
which have been surmounted. 


peacetime industry. By and large 
that is no longer a problem. Some 
months ago the proper flow of 
raw materials was the great prob- 
lem.

“The production taskg of 1942 
seem easy compared to those which 
lie ahead. In 1942 we were still 
living off our peacetime fat.

In the next year our program calls 
for so great an increase in muni- 
tions production that we shall have 
to produce two-thirds again as 
much as we did in 1942.

And in the next 
year we shall have to press close 
to the. limit of our ultimate re- 
source—man power. 

More Workers Needed. 


“A year ago seven million per- 
sons were employed in war work. 
Now the total has risen to 
17,500,000, In 1943 we will need to 
add at least five million to our 
working and fighting forces, And 
by the end of that year nearly 
all of our working population will 
be engaged in war work or in 
civilian work geared to the war. 

“In the. year past our man- 
power problem was not one of na- 
tiona] shortage, but of local short- 
ages and bottlenecks in critical 
areas, aggravated by labor pirating 
and hoarding and discriminatory 
practices in the hiring of Negroes, 
workers from minority groups and 
women. In the next year local 
shortages will merge into a na- 
tional shortage which will require 
not only additions to the labor 
supply from women and older and 
younger people, but extensive 
transfers from non-war industry 
and the most efficient utilization 
of our present labor force, 


“Our transportation facilities 
carried the greatest volume of 
traffic in history and both our 
railroads and trucking systems set 
fine records. The next year will 
gee even greater burdens cast on 
them, with little, if any, addi- 
tional equipment available.

Strongholds Over- 
come in Rzhev, Velikie Luki Areas—

MOSCOW, Dec. 6 (Sunday) 
(AP).—Methodically pressing its 
winter offensive in seven different 
sectors of the vast front from the 
Caucasus to Leningrad, the Red 
Army wiped out a nest of Germans 
in Stalingrad, seized three strong- 
holds and smashed a center of re- 
sistance northwest of Moscow, cap- 
tured numerous blockhouses and 
killed 5350 of the enemy yester- 
day, the Russians announced to- 
day. 

A bitter contest for possession 
of an elaborate stronghold was in 
full swing northwest of Stalingrad, 
with the Germans’ front line 
trenches breached in places. 

In this sector 2000 Germans were 
killed and 400 captured in incon- 
clusive fighting, the midnight com- 
munique said. 

The Germans were bringing up 
tanks and more artillery to check 
the Russian onslaught. 

Southwest Sector. 

Southwest of Stalingrad the Rus- 
a were meeting new, deter- 

mined opposition in their efforts 
to close the northern and southern 
jaws of their pincers west of Stal- 
ingrad, now believed to be about 
25 miles apart. 

The communique said heavy en- 
gagements had taken place with 
newly arrived German motorized 
infantry and tank regiments, and 
that 800 Germans were killed and 
31 guns destroyed.

BERLIN (from German broad- 
easts), Dec. 5 (AP).—The German 
high command asserted today that 
Soviet attacks between the Don

NEW YORK, Dec. 5 (AP). 
American steel mills had enough 
metal scrap on hand to run about 
three and one-half weeks on Oct. 


April 1, the American Iron & Steel 
Institute announced today, in a 
report which praised the recently 
concluded scrap drive conducted 
by newspapers. 

A total of 3,254,000 tons of scrap 
was in .inventory on Oct. 31. 
against 1,794,000 tons at the begin- 
ning of April, the institute said. 
This increase of more than 1,400,- 
000 tons represented a consider- 
able improvement, the institute 
said, but the industry’s scrap pile 
still remained nearly 700,000 tons 
short of the tonnage on hand at 
the start of 1942.

On Plane Carrier That Sank, 
Lieut. Com. Lief, a graduate of 
the United States Naval Academy 
and a veteran of the battle of Mid- 
way, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
yesterday he was assistant en- 
gineefing officer on an airplane 
carrier that went down in the Solo- 
mons late in October. The name 
of the carrier which was damaged 
by Japanese bombs and then sunk 
by American gunfire has not yet 
been announced by the Navy De- 
partment. 

“There was no anxiety or con- 
fusion,” he related,.“everybody got 
safely off, including all the wound- 
ed. I went over the side and 
started swimming for a life raft. 
The Japs kept bombing the ship 
and the concussion threw me a 
couple of feet out of the water 
every time a bomb exploded. But 
after about 20 minutes I caught 
hold of the raft and then an hour 
later we were picked up by a 
destroyer.” 

Like everybody else on the car- 
rier, Lief lost all his belongings, 
including, unhappily a thick packet 
of prized letters from his wife, Mrs. 
Sylvia Lief, and their two sons, 
Ronnie, 10 years old, and Tommy, 
4. He said it was only a coinci- 
dence that he went in the Sol- 
omons engagement a Lieutenant, 
senior grade, and was promoted a 
few weeks later to his present 
rank, 
Put on Last Plane. 

Kall, who is serving his fifth 
enlistment in the Navy as a chiet 
aviation ordnance man, told how 
luck and his commanding officer's 
high regard for his skill as an ex- 
pert bombsight mechanic specialist 
combined to make possible his es- 
cape from the Philippines last May 
“on the last plane out.”

(The Federal Communications 
Commission reported last night the 
Vatican radio had broadcast a 
summary of a pastoral letter by 
Catholic bishops in which Nazi 
morality was declared to be on the

(At the same time, the Office of 
War Information reported a Swiss 
Catholic newspaper, Ostschweiz, 
had published a pastoral letter 
condemning Nazi practices seeking 
to increase the birth rate in Ger- 
many.) 

The August letter said that while 
faithfulness to the church now 
often demanded heavy sacrifices, 
it was the doctrine of faith in 
Christ alone that has conquered 
the world, and that the church was 
the world’s true foundation.

— About 
12,000 Russian prisoners of war 
died in Finland in the year ended 
last July, the Finnish legation said 
today in a statement reflecting the 
hardships of war in that northern 
country. | 

An additional 5000 have died 
since then, it was. indicated by re- 


geon who spent the summer in 
Finland had «submitted a report 
to the International Red Cross. 
The legation’s announcement 
was made in reply to reports that 
20,000 of the 56,000 Russian cap- 
tives held by Finland had died of 
hunger in prison camps. Although 
it did not say how many had died 
since July, it said the death rate 
had declined.

Finnish circles here asserted 
that the war prisoners had received 
the same diet as the Finnish peo- 
ple insofar as calory content is 
concerned. 
“70 Pct. Enfeebled When Taken.” 

The high death rate among 
prisoners, the legation said, was 
due to their poor physical condi- 
tion when they were captured. 

About 70 per cent of the dead 
were “already enfeebled by hunger 
and by long hardships and suc- 
cumbed to ailments of the digestive 
tract and stomach, as well as epi- 
demics,” the statement said. A 
considerable part of the others 
who died were victims of wounds 
suffered before the capture, it 
added. 

The Red Cross reported that it 
had sent 7500 packages and that 
4000 additional packages were en 
route at Stockholm for the care 
of the. prisoners, 

The legation said, however, that 
important elements of diet and 
medicines still were lacking for 
prisoners, orphans and refugees. 

Sub-Minimum Diet. 

Although the Finns said the diet 
of prisoners was the same as that 
of the Finnish people, the allow- 
ance in Finland is only 1890 calor- 
ies for ordinary civilians and 2760 
calories for those doing the heav- 
iest work. These allowances com- 
pare with the 3000 calories which 
the World Almanac gives as a 
minimum need, 

For some time reports from Fin- 
jJand have told of lack of variety 
in the Finnish diet. A year ago 
Finns wrote friends here that meat 
was practically non-existent and 
that many other things were lack- 
ing. : 

At the beginning of the winter 
war of 1939-40, visitors were im- 
pressed by the stocks of food avail- 
able, due partly to stocks imported 
in anticipation of the Olympics. 

The situation worsened the fol- 
lowing summer due to the loss of 
large farming areas to Russia and 
the influx of refugees from Rus- 
sian-occupied areas.

PT Craft Attacked 11 Warships in First 
Night’s Operations— Reporter Describes 
~ Mission With Daring Squadron. 


By WILLIAM HIPPLE 


BASE, Solomon Islands, Nov. 21 
(Delayed) (AP).—American _ tor- 
pedo boat crews attacked 11 Japa- 
nesé warships in their first night 
of action in the Solomon islands 
area and, ever since, 
assed enemy fleets like a swarm 
of stinging mosquitoes, with a 
fatalistic disregard of their own 
safety. 
The torpedo boat men, who al- 
ready have sunk one Japanese de- 
stroyer, damaged four destroyers, 
two cruisers and other enemy 
ships, first went into action in this 
zone the night of Oct. 14. That 
night the boats attacked three 
Japanese cruisers and eight de- 
stroyers—a tough job for any 
force, 
A boat captained by Lieut. Com. 
mander Allan Montgomery, squad- 
ron commander from Warrenton, 
Va., fired torpedoes at a cruiser. 
Then two enemy destroyers began 
chasing his boat, leaving the 
screen open for Lieut. (j. g.) Bob 
Searles of Leonia, N. J., to put a 
torpedo into the cruiser, 
Destroyer salvos straddled Mont- 
gomery’s boat fore and aft as he 
zig-zagged. away. He went close 
to the coast, almost running into 
another enemy destroyer which he 
managed to evade. But he had 
to hide out until the next day. He 
had no more torpedoes. 
Enemy Surprised. 
The next night the PT boats 
surprised two or three Japanese 
destroyers trying to unload troops 
on Guadalcanal. One of our planes 
dropped flares. Then one _ boat, 
captained by Ensign Brent Greene 
of Frankfort, Ky., hit a destroyer. 
Other destroyers fired on the 
mosquito craft for nearly 10 min- 
utes in a spectacular duel, but all 
the boats came out all right. The 
remainder of the Japanese force 
fled, 
In another engagement Nov. 5, 
a boat captained by Lieut. (j. zg.) 
Henry Taylor, New York City, sur- 
prised destroyers unloading ‘troops. 
He attacked and chased them 
away. 
“We were working up slowly 
when a ‘Jap turned on a searchlight 
and spotted us,” Taylor recalled. 
“He started to fire. Then another 
searchlight went on to the right, 
and finally another light still to the 
right. We were trapped in a cir- 
cle of three searchlights. 
“They fired about 15 salvos at 
us, but our gunners were firing 
back with machineguns, too, and 
put out one searchlight. ~ 
Narrow Escapes. 
“Jap shells came so close that 
‘two of our men on the stern were 
knocked to the deck by the con- 
cussion. We fired one torpedo at

“We would never have been able 
to carry on if it hadn’t been for 
the fine work of these enlisted 
men,” one officer said.

We soon were 
cruising at.a good clip in forma- 
tion. 

Attack on Destroyer. 

We cruised for some time, then 
heard a radio report there was a 
destroyer or cruiser off the west- 
ern end of Florida island.

We kept getting closer 
Suddenly I heared a “whish” and 
the boat rocked slightly; I saw the 
torpedo leap from the ‘port tube.

An- 
other boat released its torpedoes 
right after us. 
As soon as we fired, our boat 
wheeled around and started streak- 
ing out, laying a smoke screen. 
Looking back through the smoke 
and a rain mist, I saw the de- 
stroyer turn on a searchlight but 
I couldn't tell if they were firing 
at us. They undoubtedly were, but 
nothing hit us, 
I felt sure we had scored on that 
- and questioned the skipper. 
e said we probably had and didn’t 
see how we could have missed, but 
it was too hard to tell for sure 
against the background of land 
and rain, and we would not make 
a claim on that one. They never 
make a claim unless they are posi- 
tive. 
Later the boat captained by 
Bob Searles, brother of Jack 
Searles, put two torpedoes into a 
destroyer and a boat skippered by 
Lieut, Taylor scored a hit on an 
enemy battleship or heavy cruiser.

The spirited Irish rally came 
right at the start of the third pe- 
riod and enabled Notre Dame to 
overtake the vaunted sailors, who 
had piled up a 13-to-0 halftime lead 
on a first period touchdown by 
Bruce Smith of Minnesota and a 
second-quarter marker by Steve 
Belichick of Western Reserve. 
The unexpected Notre Dame for- 
ays put an end to Great Lakes’ 
string of six consecutive shutout 
victories and gave the Sailors— 
who rose to national fame because 
of their football prowess during 
the first World War—a final 1942 
record of eight triumphs, three de- 
feats and this tie. 

Won Seven Contests. 

The deadlock allowed the Irish 
to end their campaign the same 
way it started, for they were tied, 
T to 7, by Wisconsin in their open- 
er. In between they won seven 
out of nine games, including a 
stunning upset triumph over the 
Iowa Seahawks on Oct. 17—a high 
point of the year for Notre Dame. 
Despite the great Irish offensive

Controversy Over Oil. 


The controversy over oil ship- 
ments to the French in North 
Africa gréw so heated that only 
two other tankers, the Lorraine 
and the Sheherezade, ever sailed 
from New York. The Sheherezade 
stopped at Dakar, making it pos- 
sible to install a “control officer” 
there. Actually the volume of sup- 
plies reaching North Africa, in 
return for which olive oil and 
other products of the region came 
to America, was very small. 

As plans for the invasion crys- 
tallized, several “control officers” 
were instructed to resign and re- 
turn to the United States. Charles 
Denby Wilkes, Franklin O. Can- 
field and Sidney L. Bartlett came 
back to give detailed information 
to the War and Navy Departments 
and to the Office of Strategic 
Services. 

Two vessels with supplies were 
loaded and cleared late in July of 
this year. About Aug. 1 came a 
directive from Admiral Leahy, 
chief of staff to Roosevelt, to 
hasten the shipments to the civil- 
ian population in North Africa. 

In. September Murphy came 
back for conferences with War, 
Navy and State Departments. He 
returned in October, says Villard, 
carrying with him the details of a 
plan which he and his assistants 
worked long and assiduously to 
foster. 

“There is no question that the 
groundwork thus laid formed the 
basis upon which it was possible 
to plan an operation of immense 
tactical value and to carry it to a 
successful conclusion. Resistance 
throughout North Africa, with 
the exception of the naval units 
at Casablanca, had been immeas- 
urably softened through our dip- 
lomatic efforts, and our expedi- 
tionary forces were thus spared a 
possible heavy loss of life.” 


Eisenhower Advisers.

DMIRAL ERNEST J. KING, Commander 

in Chief of the United States Fleet 

and Chief of Naval Operations, is a de- 
termined man and a tough naval officer. 
Both his admirers and detractors repeat the 
story that has long gone the rounds of the 
Navy that he and an Annapolis classmate, 
married about the same time, entered a 
friendly rivalry as to who would have the 
first son. Each had four daughters in suc. 
cession and finally a son was born to the 
rival. King lost the contest and was the 
father of two more daughters before a son 
was born. 


A sequel to the story is that when a vis- 
iting English woman heard it, she asked the 
Admiral the name of the boy. -Told that it 
was Ernest Joseph King, she tartly observed: 


“It should have been Ernest Endeavor!”’ 


Ernest Endeavor would have been fitting 
names for the man who plans and directs this 
country’s naval strategy in the war. His 
whole life, since he was born in Lorain, O., 
64 years ago, the son of a master mechanic 
of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, has been 
willfully fashioned to make the greatest use 
of his capacities. 


On Job 10 Hours a Day 
And at Times It’s 18 or 20. 


What he has done for himself he demands 
of his subordinates and is typified by his cur- 
rent instructions: “Do the best you can 
with what you have.” 


In his high assignment the Admiral aver- 
ages well over 10 hours work a day and at 
times he is on the job 18 to 20 hours. As a 
sea-going Man accustomed to unusual hours, 
he fortifies himself with coffee. Before he 
was forced to abandon his well-regulated 
schedule of living, he rose at 7 a. m. and 
retired between 10 and 11 p. pr. In these 
days of strain, he complains jf his few social 
engagements keep him out after 11. 


Proud of his sparlike six-foot figure, the 
Admiral usually takes 10 minutes exercise 
before sitting down to his favorite breakfast 
of orange juice and kippers. On shipboard, 


he used to take a brisk walk before break-. 


fast on “‘the Admiral’s country,” a cleared 
space which other officers could tread only 
on invitation of the Admiral. In Washing- 
ton, he walks after breakfast part oi the way 
to his office. 


At his office in the Navy Building he 
works most of the forenoon on dispatches 
which have been received and decoded 
through the night; confers with officers of 
his.two staffs, one for the Admiral of the 
Fleet, the other for the Chief of Naval Oper- 
ations; meets with various ranking“naval of- 
ficers and representatives of the United Na- 
tions; reports to President Roosevelt, the 
Commander in Chief; confers with Secretary 
of the Navy Knox and Gen. George C. 
Marshall, the Army Chief of Staff, anc talks 
with other official callers. 


In the afternoons he continues these du- 
ties and makes his official appearances with 
the Joint and Combined Chiefs of Staff, and 
has more conferences. 


Normal Relaxation Out Now, 
Long Hours of Work at Night. 


In normal times, the Admiral, especially 
when at sea, liked a half hour nap after 
luncheon. ‘Those brief snatches of sleep are 
out for the Juration. Also. for relaxation 
when in port, he would leave the ship about 4 
o’clock in the afternoon for a walk and a 
glass of sherry. These, too, are out. 


Like most persons with responsible posi- 
tions in Washington, his only periods for 
prolonged, concentrated study and work are 
in the evening. .

Throughout the Navy, King has the repu- 
tation as a tough but fair-minded taskmaster. 
He insists on rigid discipline and his obses- 
sions are against laziness and lack of intel- 
ligence. He knows and is seemingly proud 
of this reputation as a hard man, and he has 
disclosed that one of his heroes is Sir John 
Jervis, Earl of St. 
stamped out a mutiny on the British warship 
Marlborough by ordering the chief mutineers 
hanged on board by their own shipmates, 
who had sworn never to permit a comrade 
to die. Jervis, when told that his order 
would incite wholesale mutiny, surrounded

His Actions ‘One Speech 
Ahead of the President.’ 


In Navy parlance, the Admiral has always 
insisted on a “‘taut ship” as compared with 
a “happy ship.”*’ One reason for his unpopu- 
larity in a small circle is that he broke up 
Navy week end cocktail parties and golf 
matches by sailing his ships on Sunday aft- 
ernoon rather than the customary Monday 
morning. When he was named Commander 
in Chief of the Atlantic Fleet, he ordered the 
ships on a war footing, blacked out at night 
and with partial gun crews at their stations 
24 hours a day although this was months 
before Pearl Harbor. His actions in the At- 
lantic, in those days, his friends say, were 
“one speech ahead of the President.” 


No one has accused him of being unrea- 
sonable or unjust. In dealing with subordi- 
nates, he believes they should be told what 
to do and not burdened with instructions on 
how to qo it. 
task, King asks for complete details as to 
what has been done, and then icily asks, 
“Why?” If the subordinate has done his 
best, he is credited with having done his best. 


He insists that his own orders be carried 
out without question. When his flagship was 
taking President Roosevelt to the New- 
foundland banks to meet Prime Minister 
Churchill, he asked whether the radio tele- 
phone had been hooked up.

King did the job in six 
months and received the Distinguished Serv- 
ice Medal. 

Then came the job which was rerlly pre- 
paratory for his present high station. In 
1927, when ue was 49, he volunteered for in- 
struction as a pilot at the Naval Air Station 
at Pensacola. After winning his pilot’s 
wings, he returned to the U. S. S. airplane 
tender Wright as commander. About this 
time, he salvaged the Submarine S-4, for 
which he received the gold star, equivalent 
to a second D. §S. M, 


His Pensacola service gave his detractors 
an opportunity to call him a mere “Pensacola 
Admiral,” with the implication that he knew 
little or nothing about actual flying and ‘air 
command. As a matter of fact, this service, 
plus his subsequent 14 years’ experience with 
the Naval Air Force, made him a triple- 
threat officer, trained in surface, submarine 
and air tactics, 


It is interesting to note that the same 
sneering dscription has been applied to Ad- 
miral William F. Halsey Jr., now command- 
ing the naval forces in the South Pacific, 
who won: his pilot’s wings at Pensacola 30 
years after graduation from the academy. 

King’s experience with aircraft was re- 
sponsible for his appointment as Chie? of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics in 1933. A list, of 
po @ appointees had been handed Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, but when he found no officer 
on the list who could fly a plane, he remem- 
bered his friend,- “Ernie” King, thfew the 
list into the wastebasket and gave King the 
job. Under King, the Naval Air Force got its 
start to a great expansion, particularly in 
patrol and dive bombers.

Even before Hitler invaded Poland, King 
became a member of the Navy’s General 
Board and was commander of the. patrol 
force, which had instructions to ‘‘shoot at 
sight,” if Nazi U-boats approached our 
Shores. From this post, he was advanced to 
Commander-in-Chief of the Atiantic fleet, 
in February, 1941. 

When. put in charge of the Atlantic fleet, 
he observed to the President, “That's a big 
slice of bread | you're giving me, and damn 
little butter.”

Would Increase Dairy Production. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE plight of the dairy farmer is 
becoming of mutual concern to all 
of us. Our very existence depends on 
an adequate milk supply. From the nu- 
tritional standpoint, it is almost neces- 
. gary for each child to have one quart 
of milk a day and each adult one pint 

a day. This supply has never been avail- 

able at any given time and as a result 

some individuals, including many per- 
sons from low-income families, have had 
less than their actual requirements. 

The Ozarks of Missouri, especially the 
Ozark Uplands region around Spring- 
field, is one of the great dairy farming 
sections of the United States. Just what 
is happening in that area today? It is 
my understanding that a startling num- 
ber of large milk producers are, against’ 
their true desires, selling their herds of 
Jerseys, Holsteins, Guernseys and other 
good milch cows because of insurmount- 
able barriers arising. : 

They realize that the greatest way in 
which they can help insure victory in 
the war is not only to continue provid- 
ing our most essential food, but to step 
up. its production, They, because of an 
attachment to their life-long occupation 
. and because of a fervent desire to help: 
fight the war, are anxious to continue 
dairy farming even under serious handi- 
caps. 

. What are their barriers? There are 
two immediate ones which are para- 
mount: 

First, tt is becoming almost impossi- 
ble to retain a sufficient number of la- 
borers to carry on. Dairy farming re- 
quires a considerably larger number of 
laborers than most phases of farming. 

Second, rationing in some of its as- 
pects is working a great hardship on the 
dairy farmer. Producers of whole milk 
especially are in the position where they 
have to get their supply to market daily, 
even though it. requires an unusual 
ue amount of travel. 
eee It is my feeling that every necessary 
step should be taken to remove these 
barriers and allow the dairy farmers 
not only to continue producing; but to 
step.up operations to meet increased milk 
needs for our men under arms.

first detailed report on the losses at Pearl Harbor a 
‘year ago, it is that the Japs failed to capitalize 
fully on a great opportunity. Their devastating at- 


| tack opened the way for the capture of an almost | 


helpless Hawaii. The Jap air attack sank or. crip- 
pled about half our naval strength based in the 
Pacific, practically wiped out the island’s Army 
and Navy air units and disorganized most of the 
military setup in that vital area, This much is known, 
although the report withholds some information 
still thought to be of value to the enemy, and thus 
does not reveal the full force of the blow dealt us. 


aided by the element of surprise and based on exact 
information, was very successful.” \ That is evidented 
by the startling information that eight battleships— 
every. one .that was in port—were. either sunk or 
damaged. The Arizona, as was known, is completely 
wrecked, and the Oklahoma, it appears, probably 
will not be raised. for many months, if ever. The 
Pennsylvania, Maryland (one of the two most val- 
uable of the eight dreadnoughts) and the Tennessee 
were repaired “months ago.” The California, Ne- 
vada and West Virginia (sister ship of the Maryland) 
received much greater damage and may or may not 
be back in service now. 

Three cruisers also are in the heavily damaged 
category. Jane's “Fighting Ships” shows that two 
of them are among our best cruisers. Although the 
report dismisses with few words “a large floating 
drydock,” also badly damaged, this was no small 
loss. Apparently, since it was a “large” one, this 
drydock was capable of handling battleships and 
so would have been of immense value in hastening 
the repair of the battle wagons. 

The Japs, in bagging all eight of our battleships 
and the floating drydock, succeeded 100 per cent on 
major naval targets. And not only were they skilled 
in selecting and hitting their major targets, but 
they also got busy at the very start on our Navy 
and Army planes. | : 

Of the 202 Navy planes on the Island of Oahu 
in flying condition, 150 were: destroyed or disabled 
and 14 were “blocked” by the enemy or not made 
ready in time to use. Of the 273 Army planes, 
“very few were able to take off because of the dam- 
age to the runways.” This knockout of the available 
air power was practically all done “in the first few 
minutes of the raid.” Thus did the Japs show that 
they well realized the tremendous importance of 
air power. This is emphasized by the mention that 
the “few” Army planes that did get up “shot down 
more than 20 Japanese planes.” For some unknown | 
reason, it is not made clear how many planes the 
Navy flyers got, the report stating: “The enemy lost 
28 aircraft due to Navy action.” That would include 
planes shot down by fire from anti-aircraft guns. 

Also outstanding in the repott is the estimate that

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FAREWELL TO THE WPA.. 

At the President’s order, the WPA is to be liqui- 
dated and will soon be nothing but a memory, At 
its best, it was a heroic attempt to relieve human 
misery; at its worst, it wasted time and money on 
projects of the leaf-raking type. 

Historians may well speculate on what would have 
happened in this country, when 10,000,000 or more 
were unemployed, ‘if it had not been for the WPA 
or some similar plan. And they will philosophize, 
too; on the weaknesses of a system by which, in the 
midst of plenty, it was impossible for 10,000,000 men 
to obtain work in private enterprise. 

When the account is cast up, it will be found 
that, though the butt of jest—much of it deserved— 
the WPA did a vast amount of yseful work. It 
is going too far to say, as Carl Sandburg once did 
in WPA’s defense, that “these ‘shovel-leaners’ have 
transformed the face of the nation,” but throughout 
the country are many permanent evidences of WPA 
achievement. If Harry Hopkins had been as good 
an administrator as others who might be named, the 
country would have obtained much more of lasting 
public improvements for the billions spent. 

Apart from this, as we have previously intimated, 
the WPA saved the country from grave disorders; 
indeed, it is not too much to say from revolution 
provoked by some such demagogue as a Huey Long. 
So the billions spent, if we had nothing to show for 
them, were an investment in our very security. 

Ten millidn men and their families of many mil- 
lions more, under the circumstances, had to become 
the concern of the nation as a whole. So the 
WPA was one of the first great applications of a 
new principle of government, that men have-a 
tight to look to government for economic security 
when private enterprise fails. This is the principle 
of the humanitarian Beveridge plan in England. 

Perhaps we speak a bit coldly of WPA, in terms 


of its tangible accomplishments and in terms of its 


value in preserving national security. It did more. 
It brought warmth to many a fireside otherwise 
bleak and cold; it clothed men, women and children 
who were in tatters; it brought food to many an 
empty stomach; it took the ache from many a 
heart. Let WPA's detractors ponder that, The pity 
was that, in so many cases, it represented the 
barest level of subsistence. It is, perhaps, not too 
much to say that it often represented only the dif-

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MR. KAISER LOOKS AHEAD. 

The post-war plan which Henry J. Kaiser offered 
in addressing the National Association of Manufac- 
turers is a broad and daring one: He called on 
industry to prepare its blueprints now for what the 
country will need when the war ends: nine mil- 
lion housing units, new transportation equipment, 
new highways, better medical service. 

The billions now being invested in war bonds by 
the public Mr. Kaiser views as the down payment 
on all these future benefits, They can enable new 
production to begin at once when the firing ceases, 
and thus provide employment for the millions now 
at the front or in war plants. 

Mr. Kaiser is vigorously opposed to Government 
subsidies. He thinks industry can supply the jobs 
and provide the customers for making full use of 
the nation’s enormous production capacities, His 
vision of the future is, therefore, a direct challenge | 
to industry. | | 

It was because industry failed to provide the 
jobs and the nation’s buying power sank to a dis- | 
astrous low that the Government had to step in dur- 
ing .the depression years and shoulder the burden. 
If industry will accept the challenge now and plan 
its future so that the abundance will be available 
to the workers, there will be no need for what Mr. 
Kaiser calls the “social politicians.” 

What he urges is the best possible use of our 
system. It will take initiative and daring on the 
part of business, but Kaiser himself has shown what 
magnificent results follow refusal to abide by the 
old cut-and-dried rules. 
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WHY NOT USE GOOD POSTERS? 

For some’time now, the artists of America have 
been busy painting war posters. Proof of the excel- 
lence of the work they have done is afforded by a 
current exhibition in the Museum of Modern Art, 
New York, of designs submitted in a contest spon- 
sored by the museum, the Council for Democracy 
and Artists for’Victory, Out of 2000 posters gub- 
mitted, 200 are on display. All of them have a 
forceful message easily read by those who run. 

But while these and many more excellent posters 
are available, billboards and Postoffice lobbies are 
still covered by some rather ordinary -and inef- 
fective signs, Why is the Government not using the 
good work now at its disposal? After all, it takes 
no more ink and paper to reproduce a good job than 
it does for a bad one. ‘ | 

Further, patriotism and idealism are not aroused 
by the same devices that are used in the effort to 
persuade us to buy this gadget or that. Art inspires 
and exalts the spirit, and so has a very definite 
and important function in total war.

T is a year since Pearl Harbor, and the 
| scale of the change in power and temper 

effected since then is almost beyond the 
capacity of words to describe,, Except in the 
Far East, the initiative everywhere has 
passed to the United Nations, and in the 
Far East it is becoming evident ‘that Japan 
cannot consolidate her great gains. The 
shape of victory begins to define itself; the 
task now is to fill in its outlines. 


That task depends to a very great degree 
upon the capacity of Britain and America 
to understand each other, In the year past, 
there have been difficult moments, I think 
I summarize them fairly by saying that we 
have in a unique measure Pm power to un- 
derstand each other’s insults, 


Too many of us still think of America as 
a branch of the Anglo-Saxon peoples. We 
are baffled by the complexities of its poli- 
tics, the vitality of its people, its outspoken- 
ness, its emphasis on external things, its 
abounding self-confidence and its strong 
conviction that traditions are like automo- 
biles—one may buy a new one yearly. 


American View of English. 


Too many Americans, think of us as con- 
descending and effete, as hiding deep pur- 
poses beneath a mask of simplicity, imperi- 
alist in temper and aristocratic in outlook. 


We have noted the progressive attitude of 
American leadership and the skeptical con- 
servatism of the great American middle 
class, Americans have emphasized the tra- 
ditionalism of our leaders and suspect our 
masses of doing no thinking whatever. 


It is clear that the President and the 
Prime Minister fully understand éachr other. 
I have sometimes feared this understanding 
may have been reached by a process in 
which the President has given more than he 
has received, by which I mean he has ac- 
cepted Churchill’s policy of postponing “con- 
troversial” questions until after the victory 
—a policy which is certain to endanger the 
chances of an enduring peace. 

We have learned respect for the material 
generosity 
with which Americans organize for the com- 
mon cause. We have been disturbed at the 
hold of outworn. economic concepts on the 
minds of American business men and the 


inability of American progressives—witness 


the last congressional elections—to organ- 
ize themselves for action. 


Uncertain About Our Ideas. 


We are a little fearful at the framework 
of ideas within which the American masses 
move and at the spurts of self-confidence 
and depression which determine their out- 
look compared to the long, steady stroke 
which underlies the way of our masses, 

The individual American, as a fighting 
man, has become a part of our common life 
and has been taken into,the heart of our 
village folk, but the year has not brought 
understanding of America—what it is for, 
what it alms at and how far the meaning 
of the war has penetrated its mind. — 

We do not know whether America under. 
stands that the world now sinks or swims as 


an entity. We are doubtful whether Amer- 


ica has grasped the fact that American iso- 
jationism means American imperialism in 
the next age. We are alarmed by the mas. 


sive total of what Sumner Welles so admi- | 


rably termed “raucous voices.” 
We are disturbed by the too-elegant 


: ‘ 


sophistication in which a good deal of 
American reactionaryism clothes itself. We 
are bewildered by people, often in high po- 
sition, who quite genuinely think they are 
progressive yet, like Adolf Berle, deal in 
a philosophy which easily becomes a bastard 
kind of corporationism. 


We have a deep admiration for the forth- 
right honesty and insight of American cor- 
respondents in Europe, men like Raymond 
Daniell and Frederick Kuh, or Ed Murrow 
and Arthur Mann among the broadcasters, 
but we find it hard to see that they influ- 
ence their editors‘as they influence us. 


We are puzzled by the futile divisions in 
the American labor movement, We want 
to see it develop an instinct for politics, We 
wonder whether the time is not ripe for 
working men to tell John, Lewis that he 
is on a:road which may have taken Mussoli- 
ni to Rome but does not end with the Duce 
in Chigi Palace. 


Indictments of the British. 


Americans, no doubt, can make grave in- 
dictments of us.in this past year. We have 
made a mess in Burma and Malaya. We 
handled India in the manner of the eight- 
eenth century. We are sacrificing the 
prospects of tomorrow for the vested in- 
terests of today. 


We, especially Churchill, find it hard to 
recognize that the bargain of fate we 
thought a part of the eternal order of na- 
ture has been decisively reopened by his- 
tory. We are an anachronism in the social] 
structure, excessively traditional in our 
methods when bold renovation is required. 


But I hope this year of close alliance has 
taught Americans two things about us on 
which the future can build. We know how 
to stand by the word we have given; no mis- 
fortune can break our will to endurance, 


This second year of America’s war ought 
to be a year in which we become pledged to 
that century of the common people of which 
Henry Wallace has spoken. . 


The man in the White House seems to 
us the greatest President since Lincoln, and 
we do not forget that the common people 
put him there. We want him given the 
power to make the Four Freqdoms part 
of the lives of the common people every- 
where, For the Four Freedoms America was 
founded, and their fulfillment ought to be 
the mission of its leaders and people, 


What, in the year past, we have above all 
learned to ask is whether Americans under- 
stand that the time for fulfillment is now.

Importance of Victory. 

How important that last_ big 
naval victory was can here be 
seen: 

Key to the Solomons-New 
Guinea-New Britain area is a one- 
time sleepy South Sea trading vil- 
lage, Rabaul—the main Japanese 
operating base in that section. It 
is for eventual control of that vital 
point on New Britain that Gen. 
MacArthur is fighting on New 
Guinea, steadily pushing the Japa- 
nese back past Buna as he heads

Likewise aimed at Rabaul. are 
the American forces on Guadal- 
canal, after four months still hold- 
ing Henderson Airfield as a base 
while they extend their advances 
west of the airport. 

Should we succeed in taking 
Rabaul, it would be a. great prize, 
for directly north of it lies Truk, 
the Japanese Singapore—chief ob- 
jective in the Southwest Pacific.

Right now the main target of 
the Allied offensive appears to 
be Hitler, not Hirohito, and it is 
possible that when we take care 
of the former we might concen- 
trate directly on the island of

This war has not previously of- 
simpler or clearer example 
of how assumption of the initiative 
on any one front can improve the 
position of allies on the other side 
of the world. To say that Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower's landings 
in. Africa have improved India’s 
security is an understatement. It 
has transformed India 
plum ripe for easy plucking into 
,a promising offensive base.

India was probably saved tem- 
porarily by the United States 
Navy’s desperate undertaking in 
the Solomon Islands. That move 
absorbed large 
Japanese air and naval forces; 
large enough to spoil any immedi- 
jate plan the Japanese had for the 
kind of quick campaign against 
India which air and sea supremacy 
would have made possible. 

If they intended to try for India, 
which is extremely probable, they 
were forced to change their plan 
from one based on quick move- 
ment by sea and air to one based 
one the slower movement of land 
forces. That provided Gen. Sir 
Archibald P. Wavell with valuable 
time to build a real army in India, 
and also tided him over the har- 
rowing period when he had to

Now, for the first time since 
the Japanese conquered Burma, 
General Wavell is free to con- 
centrate his attention on hig Jap- 
anese front. He owes this new 
freedom to the striking recovery 
of Russian initiative on the Stalin- 
grad front, which in turn is due 
to the German air power which 
General Eisenhower has drawn 
off to Africa.

Held Off Pincers. 
greatest danger which has 
existed in recent months to the 
global strategic position of the 
United Nations has been the dan- 
ger of a German break into the 
East and Persia, either 
through Turkey or through’ the 
Caucasus. Japan has a gateway 
into the Indian Ocean, Had Ger- 
many found one, too, these Axis 
partners would have been able to 
join hands and in all probability 
been able to convert the Indian 
Ocean into a great supply line to 
‘their mutual advantage. 

Certainly any German break into 
the Middle East would have been 
the signal for a Japanese advance 
against India. 

But today Hitler has no imme- 
diate prospect of getting into the 
Middle East. His Caucasus offen- 
sive has been thrown back by the 
Russian counterattack in front of 
Stalingrad. If Hitler loses his al- 
most trapped Stalingrad army, he 
probably will be forced to with- 
draw everything he now has south 
of Rostov. Even if he extricates 
the Stalihgrad army he still is in 
no position to push his attack on 
the Caucasus, That road to the 
Indian Ocean seems rather power- 
fully blocked today. 

Nor does Hitler seem to enjoy 
any real prospect today of getting 
out of his trap by way of Turkey. 
So far as can be judged at this 
writing he has decided to fight for 
the Mediterranean in Tunis and 
Tripoli rather than try to come 
around the ends by Spain and 
Turkey. It is perhaps a trifle opti- 
mistic, yet it seems warranted to 
assume that he no longer possesses 
sufficient resources to do both, 
apparent commitment to

When you start messing around 
with a man’s life outside his work- 
ing hours, you are getting out of 
the bounds of industrial relations. 

“Remember the Kohler strike 
some years ago? Kohler had what 
looked like a perfect setup for the 
employe, with all sorts of paternal- 
istic benefits. But the scheme 
didn’t work. 

“Be fair to the men who work 
for you and leave them alone from 
then on. When you horse men 
around, you are doing both them 
and yourself an justice, — 

“What we are fighting for,’ 
ended Christopher, “is the right to 
do as we damned please—and 
that’s something for the employer 
to remember whenever he’s 
tempted to play the paternalist.”

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ITALIAN LIRA DROPS: 
24 FOR SWISS FRANC 


Legal Exchange Rate Is 4.5 
— Rome’s Financial Plight 
Called Dark. 


By FRANK BRUTO. 

BERN, Dec. 5 (AP).—Italy’s fi- 
nancial woe was one of the few 
subjects Premier Mussolini left 
unmentioned in his speech Wednes- 
day in which he reviewed the war 
from the day Italy entered it to 
win a place in the sun to its 
present place under Royal Air 
Forte bombs. 

Mussolini likewise did not touch 
the subject of the Defense Lira, 
on which he spoke at length earli- 
er in the year. He did not men- 
tion the sources of money to fi- 
nance the war. But Italy’s finan- 
cial situation today, is reported 
darker than ever, 

The Italian lira ts available to- 
day in Switzerland at the rate of. 
24 to one for the Swiss france; 
although the legal rate is 45, A 
few weeks ago the lira sold at 
16 to one for the Swiss franc. 

Italy's financial problem is the 
most severe’-among the belligerent 
nations, although. its public debt 
is small compared with the others. 
But Italy’s public debt interest 
charges during the 1942-43 fiscal 
period totalled 13,930,000,000 lire 
39 per cent of state Income, which 
the Financial Journal at Milan de- 
scribed as the costliest fimancing 
of any belligerent. 

Italy’s expenditures in 1941-42 to- 
taled 118 billion lire against in- 
come of only 388 billions. 

The Italian stock market was 
said to have been stalemated for 
several days by a decree compell- 
ing the purchase of 8 per cent 
treasury bonds for an equal amount 
of stock purchases, 

The Milan newspaper said it was 
impossible to carry out any trans- 
action inasmuch as the Govern- 
ment bonds, announded last May, 
had “not yet been seen by any- 
one,” and that buyers also were 
puzzled by the fact. that the de- 
cree foy issuance of these bonds 
was scheduled to be re-examined 
by the Chamber of Deputies.

Harmonious relations ended last 
spring when the president of Dis- 
trict 5, Patrick T. Fagan, split 
with Lewis in the Lewis-Murray 
feud, Fagan refused to sign a 
UMW policy committee denuncia- 
tion of his close friend, Murray, 
and refused to go along with the 
international executive board when 
the board ousted Murray as UMW 
vice-president. 

That was enough to put Fagan 
in bad with the international, but 
the worst was yet to come. And 
it came after a special ¢lection in 
District 5 several months ago 
when Joseph Yablonski of Cali- 
fornia, Pa., was elected to the in- 
ternational executive board, over 
the opposition of a Murray ad- 
herent, aa 

Fagan then bluntly charged that 
the Lewis organization used “dis- 
graceful” methods and was guilty 
of fraud and corruption in elect- 
ing Yablonski. : 

With that, the veteran president 
of District 5 definitely aligned 
himself with the forces opposing 
Lewis and even caused a political 
split in his own district office, 
where the district vice-president, 
John P. Busarello, and the secre- 
tary-treasurer, William Hargéest, 
‘Lewis. 

Headed Union 20 Years. 

In the normal course of events, 
Fagan would have been re-elected 
to the District 5 presidency this 
year. He has been president for 
20 years, re-elected every two 
years since 1922 with little or no 
opposition, fighting for the miners 
on the picket lines during their 
strikes and in the conference 
rooms during their contract nego- 
tiations, \ 

Because Fagan ig elected by the 
miners in his own district and 
can’t be droppéd unceremoniously 
as.can the heads of the provision- 
al UMWA.. districts, Lewis knew 
he would have to beat Fagan at 
the miners’ voting places. : 

So he put a strong candidate in 
the field, the genial Busarello, an 
ardent follower of Lewis and popu- 
lar with the miners, 

Sixty-nine locals in District 5 
nominated Busarello for the presi- 
dency, while 58 localg nominated 
Fagan. 

Busarello followers claim that 
their candidate is as good as in. 
And Fagan knows he is facing an 
uphill fight against the money, the 
organizers and the persuasion that 
the Lewis forces can put into the 
district. 

At the recent UMW conven- 
tion in Cincinnati, Fagan was a 
forlorn figurd, seldom seen in the 
hotel lobbies after the convention 
Sessions and rarely, if ever, in the 
company of any miners save those 
who were so close that they dared 
risk disapproving glances of Lewis 


men. 
Tactics Criticised, 

He wasn't even on the floor 
when the convention authorized 
the international executive board 
to investigate his stewardship of 
District 5.. Several locals com- 
plained to the convention that 
Fagan acted to the detriment of 
the UMW when he charged 
Lewis supporters with disgraceful 
methods in electing Yablonski. 

Fagan returned from the con- 
vention a day before its adjourn- 
ment. and. went straight to a 
Pittsburgh hospital for treatment 
of neuritis. ve 

The international board's “fact- 
finding” committee is ‘now in 
Pittsburgh drafting a report on 
Fagan’s conduct as prestdent, The 
committee is to report back to the 
board with a recommendation. 

Chances are that the interna- 
tional board will not take action 
to remove Fagan, choosing, in- 
stead, to let the miners decide. It 
goes almost without saying that 
the powers-that-be are confident 
that he will be soundly trounced at 
Tuesday's election. 

Fagan himself isn’t putting much 
effort in his campaign for re 
election, In the first place, he is 
under a doctor’s orders to avoid 
the excitement and travel that a 
real campaign would entail, In the

WISH you could see this air- 

drome. It is far behind the fight- 
ing lines now, but still within reach 
of enemy bombers. Here you sense 
the ‘pace of modern war. 

It is an airdrome captured from 
the Frenth after hard fighting. It 
is in flat desert country, with bare 
hills in the distance. Dust clouds 
hang over it constantly, raised by 
the propellers of planes taking off 
and landing. 

Fighters circle continuously 
overhead like protecting hawks. 
The sky is alive with work planes, 
rushing material to the front. 
They come singly and in forma- 
tions. They land, load up and 
take right off again. 

Luxury liners that once carried 
you from coast to coast, now 
stripped down inside and painted 
olive drab, waddle off the ground 
with unbelievably big loads of sol- 
diers, ammunition; supplies of all 
kinds,

Operating Smoothly. 

N TOWN, life is not quite so 

urgent. The necessary office 
work of the Army seems about the 
same wherever it is done, and 
the Army is adept at setting up 
new headquarters in strange 
places. 

Today Oran is just as smoothly- 
running an Army headquarters as 
any town in England or. Ireland 
before the trek to Africa began. 
Hundreds of officers have already 
settled into a daily routine of 
working 12 hours or more at the 
office and going home to bed. 

The Army has taken over sev- 
eral large hotels and office build- 
ings. Two officers’ messes have 
been set up, one at a hotel and 
one at a restaurant. They serve 
American food, brought in by con- 
voy, for there is little food in this 
country. Our meals have been ex- 
cellent, far better than civilians in 
England are used to, 

Life here in town is on a rather 
ridiculous, half-normal-half-battle 
basis. I sleep in my bédroll on a 
hard stone floor, but I can have 
breakfast served grandly there in 


.\bed by a French waiter in a white 


coat! 

I can have a luxurious hot bath, 
but I have to wash my own 
clothes.. There is no soap or 
toilet paper except what we carry 
with us. Yet champagne is abun- 
dant and cheap. 

There is little traffic in Oran 
except for hundreds of jeeps and 
Army trucks. Soldiers on short 
leaves sit at sidewalk cafes sip- 
ping wine, while a few blocks 
away others lie wounded in hos- 
pitals. 

Sentries guard all the buildings 
taken over by the Army. You can 
telephone from one building to an- 
other, using the same secret code 
exchanges we used in England. 

A press censorship office has 
been set up and a base censor of- 
fice for mail. Letters are already 
arriving from homie. 

The town as a whole has been 
turned back to the French, but the 
Army keeps a hand raised and 
there will be no miscues.

UT on the farms of Missouri 

the voice of the auctioneer is 

heard these early winter days, 
erying “going, going, gone,” be- 
cause the farmers’ big boys and 
their hired hands have gone away. 
Into the armed forces and into de- 
fense industries the young and 
strong have gone and the aging 
farmers, in many instances, are 
unable to carry on. So sale posters 
plaster the crossroads trees and 
the newspapers announce that on 
certain days Farmer Smith and 
Farmer Jones will offer at public 
vendue to the highest bidders their 
stock and garnered crops and uten- 
sils and other articles too numer- 
ous to mention. On the appointed 
days the neighbors and traders 
come from miles around and buy 
according to their needs and the 
families that have dispossessed 
themselves move into town. 


So, as the weeks pass, there are 
more and more vacated farms — 
homes left to fall into decay, fields 
that will lie fallow next year or 
be given over to pasturage. 

In one county recently 15 sales 
were advertised in one newspaper 
in two weeks. If there were that 
many in each of the other 113 
counties the total in the State for 


a two-week period would be 1710. 


In that same county there were 26 


farm sales between Aug. 1 and 
Sept. 15. 

In seven southwest Missouri 
counties — Barton, Dallas, Law- 
rence, Webster, Texas, Taney and 
Miller—a survey made by the De- 
partment of Agricultural Econom- 
ics of the College of Agricultifre, 
University of Missouri, indicates 
close-out or liquidation sales as 
almost two and one-half times nor- 
mal. ; 

Reports from the seven coun- 
ties are that about one farm in 20 
is being liquidated and about 5 per 
cent are being closed by tha own- 
ers. Every liquidation, as the sit- 
uation is analyzed by Prof. O. R. 
Johnson, head of the Agricultural 
Economics Department, means sale 
of the livestock and reversion of 
half of the crop lands to waste 
lands or pastures, the’ other half 
being taken over by neighbors who 
happen to have enough help to 
carry. on-and even increase their 
holdings, for grazing purposes at 
least, 

In all of these counties dairying 
predominates, with supplemental 
general farming for the production 
of feeds. In the past year these 
farms have lost approximately one- 
half of the labor force outside of 
the farm operators themselves. Of 
the farm laborers who have been 
lost 54 per cent have gone into the 
war services, 17 per cent into in- 
dustries and 29 into other occupa- 
tions. 

Twenty-four farms out of every 
1000 operated before 1942 were idle 
this year. It is estimated that next 
year the number will have risen to 
33 farms per 1000. 

Prof. Johnson anticipates live- 
stock expansion next year numer- 
ically because farmers who lack 
help are reducing their crop pro- 
duction and turning to livestock, 
but because of reduction of feed 
crops and greater @ependence on 
pasturage there will be loss in body 
weight and impaired resistance to 
disease, with greater death losses 
and deterioration of progeny. The 
incentive for shifting from grain to 
roughage crops, in the face of 
labor shortage, is that in the case 
of forage crops the grazing live- 
stock attend to their own harvest- 
ing. The benefit to the stock is 
not as great, however, as from the 
concentrated foods. . 

The encouraging fact in the long- 
time view of the idle farms situa- 
tion is that most of them are being 
seeded down by their owners with 
the intention of coming back to 
them when the war is over. By 
that time, however, with the de- 
terioration of vacancy added to the 
age of the houses, for most of 
them are old, Prof. Johnson sees 
farm housing as a big post-war 
problem. 

The houses on most Missouri 
farms were built in early days 
with timber taken direct from the

He thinks it possible, 
if the social objectives of the present 
administration are maintained, that 
the Government may offer a pro- 
gram of farm housing at a cost 
which farmers can afford. 


Prof..Johnson also has a sugges- 
tion for relieving the farm labor 
shortage. He advances it without 
knowing whether anything of the 
sort has been considered at Wash- 
ington. He would furlough farm- 
trained men in the armed services 
for four or five months during the 
planting and harvesting season, 
enabling’ them to return home and 
attend to all the crops except the 
corn, which is an. accommodating 
crop and can be harvested without 
deterioration over a considerable 
period. They would do a better 
job than poorly trained substitutes. 
They could be trained in the serv- 
ices during the winter, when they 
are not so badly needed on the 
farms. That would be even better, 
he thinks, than exempting them 
now, with the probability that they 
might be called at the height of 
the harvest season, 


The farm labor shortage is the 
result of circumstances which had 
their beginning before Pearl Har- 
bor. With the period of service 
then only 12 months, and with a 
shortage of faim labor unforeseen, 
farm boys did not ask for defer- 
ment and would probably not have 
obtained it if they had asked for 
it. The draft boards took them as 
they came. After Pearl Harbor 
farmers realized that they were 
going to be short of help and 
asked exemptions for their sons. 
Draft boards were inclined to 
grant them, and did grant them, 
until they learned that a consider- 
able number of exempted youths 
were leaving the farms to go into 
defense plants and earn big mon-

ey. The boards tightened up and 
granted fewer exemptions. 


With the country at war the 
young men of the farms were less 
disposed to ask for exemption be- 
cause of the pressure of disapprov- 
ing sentiment in their communities 
and many who were not subject 
to the draft volunteered. Farmers 
not only lost their sons but also 
the services of their neighbors’ 
sons, who had been available as 
hired help, either full time or in 
rush seasons. Sons of smaller 
neighborhood farmers who could 
be spared from home and from the 
small-scale farming areas of the 
Ozarks had always been the main 


source of supply for hired hands. . 


Into the armed forces and into the 
defense industries went nearly all 
of these and, the operators of the 
larger farms which contribute 
most substantially of food products 
found themselves facing a problem 
which threatened to become even 
more serious as time went on, 

On the basis of. reports. from 
one-third of the counties of the 
State, Prof. Johnson estimates that 
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throughout the State, except in the 
cetton area, there has been a loss 
of 50 per cent of the farm man- 
pewer. The loss, more significant 
than the figures indicate, will be 
felt most in the harvest season, 
when delay in handling the crops 
results in damage. 


The immediate social effect is 
that the farmer and his family, 
who in normal times do more than 
half of the work, will have to 
work harder and longer hours, 
with wives and daughters and 
younger children taking the places, 
to the extent that they are able, of 
the older sons who have gone 
away. The education of the young- 
er children may be curtailed, for 


‘there is a growing demand in some 


counties for shorter school terms 
to enable the youngsters to’ do 
more work on the farms. 

It is expected that co-operative 
activities will be stimulated, in- 
cluding joint ownership and use of 
threshing outfits and other equip- 
ment, and exchange of labor. There 
has during this year been two or 
three times as much labor ex-

change as there was last year and 
a greater increase is expected. The 
social value of this is that it makes 
the farmers more interested in 
helping each other. Prof, Johnson 
does not anticipate, however, that 
this trend will persist after the 
war because co-operative move- 
ments that grow out of difficult 
conditions tend to subside when 
prosperity returns, enabling a re- 
surgence of the individualism that 
is the marked characteristic of 
American. farmers. . “Co-operation 
goes with hard times,” he says. 
“When prosperity returns co-opera- 
tion goes out the window.” He at- 
tributes the greater success of co- 
operative movements in some for- 
eign countries to the fact that 
hard times are perennial in those 


countries, 
P cise the draft boards for the 
situation that has developed. 
He gives the members credit for a 
conscientious effort to do the right 
thing. Whatever they do they are 
criticised. If they exempt a large 
farm operator because he can pro- 
duce more food than the small 
farmer, there are charges of favor- 
itism and influence. On the other 
hand the small farmers do not pro- 
duce much more than is needed for 
their own families. 

It is quite possible, Johnson 
says, that boards have been hard- 
boiled when they should have been 
lenient and lenient when they 
should have been hardboiled, and 
that they would function better if 
there were more farmers and 
fewer lawyers on them, but on the 
whole they have not done badly. 

There are many instances of 
losses or threatened losses in pro- 
duction under the operations of 
the draft. There is the instance 
of a former student of the School 
of Agriculture who, when he grad- 
uated, bought 500 acres in Daviess 
County and went into stock rais- 
ing. Now he has 100 head of 
cattle, 300 sheep and a dozen 
brood sows and he is operating 
the farm without assistance.

called. The other asked exemp- 
tion, but was turned down. He is 
not inclined to pursue the effort 
any farther. If he goes, the stock 
will have to. be sold prematurely 
and the farm seeded down. 

Farm agents in the various coun- 
ties have co-operated in the study 
made by Prof. Johnson’s depart- 
ment, J. U. Morris of 
farm agent for Pettis County, 
made a study of his own before 
the State-wide survey was started. 
His study was prompted by one 
made by Miss Mamie McCormick, 
who operates a 260-acre farm in 
Liberty school district with the 
aid of a tenant farmer. The ten- 
ant was subject to call. Miss Mc- 
Cormick cheeked up on the school 
district in aid of the man’s plea 
for deferment. She found that 
there were 44 farms in the dis- 
trict, with 24 families having farm- 
ing as their principal occupation, 
The man power consisted of nine 
retired farmers, six older men 
working. part time and five boys 
of school age. Five men were in 
the armed services and two on de- 
fense work and 19 were employed 
out of the district. Her informa- 
tion was that on the basis of the 
available man power 17,000 to 18- 
000 acres will be idle next year. 
Her man got a deferment, but 
may have to leave in the midst 
of the harvest season. 

%: Se 
ORRIS prepared a question- 
naire and sent it to the 72 ru- 
ral school district clerks of the 
county. On the basis of reports 
from 56 he found that for 1201 fam- 
llies following farming as _ their 
principal occupation there were 105 
older men working part-time, one 
to each 15 farms. Seventy-four of 
the farmers were retired but living 
on the land. There were 180 in 


the armed services and 87 in de | 


fense work, 294 employed outside, 
of whom 23 were boys between 12 
and 17 years of age, 101 men 45 
years old and older, and 474 small 
boys in school. Estimates of idle 
land in 1943 varied from 10 to 50 
per cent. Nine farms were reported 
owned by men between 60 and 75 
years of age and five by widows 
who could not operate them with- 
out assistance. 

Farm Agent Morris sat in. his 
office on a rainy day and listened 
to the tales of woe brought in by 
Pettis County farmers. Three of 
them sat glumly at his desk at one 
time. They were W. H. Shernaman, 
J. H. Frederick and Edward Hef- 
fernan, 

Said Shernaman: “I operate two 
farms, 490 acres. I have 135 beef 
cattle and send 300 hogs to mar- 
ket in a year. I have had one all- 
year hand and myself to do the 
regular work, and day help as 
needed. My man has become dis- 
abled and I can’t replace him. So 
is my car, with one of the tubes 
useless. I borrowed a tube from 
a neighbor to come to town. I 
can’t get a new tube. I can’t op- 
erate my farms, three miles from 
end to end, without the car and a 
helper. If I can’t get a tube and 
a hand I will have to sell out and 
close up. I’m only 55 years old, 
too young to quit. And the country 
needs the 54,000 pounds of beef 
and the 45,000 pounds of pork that 
I can produce next year if I can 
go on. There are hundreds like 
me. Sales are being held every 
day. Stock, including dairy cows, 
are bought by traders and sent pre- 
maturely to market.” 

Said Frederick: “I have three 
scattered farms, 737 acres. I need 
an all-time man on each farm, with 
day labor to fill in, eight or nine 
men in July, August and Septem- 
ber. My son, 24 and.married, is 
in Class 1A. He was been de- 
ferred for seven months. I have 
a foreman, 38, married, no ‘chil- 
dren, subject to the draft, and two 
elderly men with families. I have 
sold my 165 Herefords that I in- 
tended to keep through the winter 
for the increase, and a month ago 
I sold all but 17 of my dairy herd 
of 56. Now, under different plan- 
ning, I have bought the Herefords 
back, paying an average of $38 per 
head more than I got for them. 
I have 18 brood sows and 100 pigs. 
If my foreman is drafted I will 
have to have another sale.”

cooked up, featured a child-nab- 
bing. 
a husband, Mark T. McKee, ‘54, de- 
scribed as a rich airline executive 
who assertedly harbored a secret 
desire to maintain his own harem, 


Mrs, Evelyn McKee, 34, sought g 


divorce, 


Mrs. McKee, as the first witness, 
charged that McKee, vice-president 


_ of Pan-American Airlines, had as- 


sociated with numerous other wom- 
en during their married life; and 
that, on more than one, occasion, 


he expressed a desire to marry 


some of them. 

“He had an obession, you might 
call it,” Mrs. McKee testified. “He 
had illusions that he was Solomon, 


Brigham Young, or Joseph Smith. | 


He thought he had a harem, and 


sometimes he looked on me as the, 


head of the harem. It was a sort 


of a game, and he seriously asked . 


me to play it.” 


Having thus set the stage, as it 
were, Mrs. McKee further testified 
that McKee, while they resided in 
Washington, D. C., associated with 
women other than herself over a 
period of years. This, she assert- 
ed, continued while they lived in 
Milwaukee, and in Azusa, Cal. 


Mrs. McKee dilated on her eld- 
erly husband’s queer behavior. 
She asserted she discovered his 
strange manner on the night of 
their wedding, when he twisted 
her wrist. 


“When I cried out and wept,” 
she recalled, “he told me it was 
good for me and this was the way 
slaves should act. Half-an hour 
later he apologized and said he. 
did not know what had come over 
him. He said such a thing would 
not occur again, but it did—sev- 
eral times.” 


At the time of her marriage to 
McKee, which took place in St. 
Albans, Vt., June 19, 1933, Mrs. 
McKee said she knew that McKee’s 
first wife, and the mother of his 
11 children, had died—but it was 
not until after the ceremony she 
learned the death had occurred 
only six months previously. She, 
nevertheless, did her best to make 
a good home for McKee, his own 
children and her own by a jpre- 
vious marriage. Later the house- 
hold was increased by the arrival 
of Terry Alexander McKee. He 
now is 2 years old. 
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PPEARING as a witness for 

Mrs. McKee was Cynthia Mc- 

Kee, a 20-year-old daughter of 
McKee who, of all the children, ap- 
parently was determined to stand 
side by side with Mrs. McKee in the 
divorce trial and the bitter contest 
for possession of little Terry. 


McKee, to keep the _ record 
straight, filed a cress complai 
based on the ground of cruelty an 
other charges. Then the fur be- 
gan to fly. 


Asserted relations of Mrs. McKee 
with another man were described 
in a deposition read in Judge 
Clarke’s Court. Testimony in the 
deposition was given by Mrs. Jo 
Ann Guislan, 22, one of McKee’s 
daughters by his former marriage. 
The deposition, relating to Mrs. 
McKee’s asserted friendship with 
a man who finally, according to 
the deposition, “Moved his clothes 
and trunk into the McKee house,” 


was taken in Milwaukee last 
Oct. 16. 
Another witness, Miss Elaine 


Brewer, 20, said she found it nec- 
essary to dodge Mr. McKee’s at- 
tentions when she visited the home 
on the invitation of Cynthia. Mc- 
Kee. 

At this stage of the proceedings, 
Mrs. Francoise de la Fuente, 
French-born wife of Max de la 
Fuente, former Peruvian Consul 
in Los Angeles, had her say from 
the witness stand.’ With her ap- 
pearance came the disclosure that 
Mrs. McKee had a penchant for 
kissing another woman's husband. 

She first met Mrs. McKee, she 
recalled, at a luncheon in Pasga- 
dena. That was in February, 1941. 
A few days later, she informed the 
court, she again saw Mrs. McKee 
at a party she gave for Peruvian 
aviators. Said she: 

“IT did not like the way she be- 
haved. She had too many cock- 
tails, I guess. She spent most of 
the time dancing with my husband 
and trying to get him in a corner, 
so she could kiss him.” 

On his own part, Mr. de la 
Fuente assured Judge Clarke that 
he had never kissed Mrs, McKee 
except on the back of her hand— 
a gesture of greeting in the tradi- 
tional South American manner. 

Senor de la Fuente admitted he 
had spent nights in Mrs, McKee’s 
home but denied they ever occu- 
pied the same room. He had cul- 
tivated Mrs. McKee’s friendship, 
he said, because he admired her

and her family—but declared he 
had no intention of marrying her. 


Attorneys produced the testi- 
mony of Private Detective B. J.

turing his children by pinching 
their flesh between coins or be- 
tween pieces of silverware at the 
dining table, Mrs, Stelle, a daugh- 
ter, also denied these acts had 
been part of their home life.

ROAST GOSLING, SAGE AND 
ONION STUFFING. 


Select a young, plump goose. 
Draw, singe, pluck pin feathers and 
wash in cold water. Wipe dry and 
fill with stuffing made as follows: 


One-half cup butter, one cup 
onions, finely chopped, two table- 
spoons dry green sage leaves, one 
teaspoon salt, one-half teaspoon 
pepper, stale bread crumbs (about 
eight cups). 

Melt butter over low heat and 
cook onions until soft. Do not let 
them turn brown. Remove from 
fire, add crumbled sage leaves and 
bread crumbs which have been 
slightly moistened with milk. Sea- 
son with salt and pepper and mix 
thoroughly. Dredge goose with 
flour and sprinkle with salt. Start 
to cook in hot oven (450 degrees) 
until flour is browned, or ‘about 30 
minutes. Reduce oven heat to mod- 
erately slow (300 degrees) and fin- 
ish roasting, allowing 25: minutes 
to each pound. Baste every 15 min- 
utes with fat in pan. Serve with 
a slightly sweetened apple sauce.

plies which keep the troops of the 
United Stateg going in their bat- 
tles to stop Hitler’s forces. 

And Dan James has written in 
“Winter Soldiers” an heroic play 
of the glorious stand of the Rus- 
sian soldiers and civilians in turn- 
ing back the Nazis when they 
came almost to the doorstep of 
Moscow in November last year. 

These two new plays, “Lifeline” 
and “Winter Soldiers,” point a 
moral that civilians out of uni- 
form are\of immeasurable help to 
the men in uniform. | 

“Lifeline” is a thrilling drama 
about the passage.of the 5000-ton 
tramp steamer, the Clydesdale, as 
it goes in convoy from Canada to 
Great Britain with a cargo of pe- 
troleum and explosives. That car- 
go, if hit by a torpedo or bomb, is 
a 5000-ton floating bomb in itself. 
It is, to put it briefly, a suicide 
ship, but the merchant sailors who 
man it are neither. complaining 
more than usual nor are they pre- 
tending they are heroes. Their 
single worry is that they are sen- 
timentally attached to their bat- 
tered, wheezing old Clydesdale, and 
they fear that the Nazis may harm 
the rusty, ancient tub on which 
they have served so long. :

Baked Lima Beans 


One quart (four cups) dried lima 
beans, water, two teaspoons salt, 
one-half teaspoon mustard, two ta- 
blespoons chopped onions, one-third 
cup molasses (dark), one-half cup 
chili sauce or catsup, two-thirds 
pound fresh lean pork, boiling bean 
stock. 

Wash beans and cover by four 
inches with cold water. Soak over 
night. Drain and rinse and cover 
with more water. Add salt and 
cook, covered, slowly unt beans 
are tender, Drain and reserve the 
stock. Part can be used for the 
beans and the rest for soup or 
stew at a later meal. — 

Mix together beans, mustard, 
onions, molasses and sauce, Pour 
half of it in a bean pot or deep 
baking dish, Add the pork and 
cover with rest of bean mixture. 
Cover with bean stock and add a 
lid. Make zeven hours in a slow 
oven—about 275 or 300 degrees. 
Add more boiling stock as it cooks 
out of the beans. Uncover and 
bake an hour to brown the top. 

Here is a helpful moisture test 
for good baked beans: After an 
hour press a spoon on top of the 
beans and if liquid appears by 
pressing down about one-half inch 
there is enough moisture in the 
beans, if not add more. Beauns 
should be moist but not “runny.” 
They thicken upon cooling. 


Veal Birds 


One pound veal steak or cutlet 
(cut thin), three cups cubed bread, 
one-half cup diced cooked celery, 
two tablespoons chopped onions, 
two tablespoons chopped green pep-

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S THE United States, completing its first year in the 
A war, takes stock of gains and losses, surveys its 

growing battle power and looks ahead with de- 
lermination to fight on to-final victory, its thoughts also 
inevitably turn back to the day the year of war began. 
December 7, 1941, is a date burned into American minds 
by the shock and outrage of the Japanese attack on Pearl 
Harbor. Since that day the words’ “Pear! Harbor’ have 
had new meaning as @ term denoting at once American 
disaster and Japanese double-dealing. The two photo- 
graphs on this page are shown thus together in an effort 
to present pictorially the tragic drama of Pearl Harbor. 
One aspect of the drama was the pair of Japanese en- 
voys, Special Envoy Saburo Kurusu, left, and Ambass- 
ador Kichisaburo Nomura, who carried on diplomatic 
negotiations in Washington, ostensibly trying to preserve 
Peace, while their nation’s bombers were on the way to 
stnke at this country without warning; representing the 
mask behind which Japan hid ‘her enmity and deadly 
intentions toward the United States, they are laughing as 
if enjoying the trick. The immediate result of Japanese 
scheming is epitomized in one of the scenes of destruction 
at the great Hawaiian naval base, a scene (a magazine 
explosion on the destroyer Shaw) which tells a story of 
American losses in men, ships and planes and of the 
ferocity and power with which the enemy struck his 
‘sneak punch.” This method of portraying the incident 
which plunged the United States into earth's greatest war 
Was suggested by an arrangement in the “Road to 
Victory” exhibition of photographs, directed by the noted 
photographer Edward Steichen, now a lieutenafit-com- 
mander in the Navy, and shown recently at the Modern 
Museum of Art in New York..
